PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


| would like to welcome our members, supporters and sponsors to this our 
first home game back at our home ground, the B.T. Connor Reserve for season 
1989/90. 

This is the inaugural summer soccer season for the Quit National Soccer 
League of Australia and we are all looking forward to having a great season both 
in relation to on field performances and a substantial increase in spectator atten- 
dances.

Despite the loss of Markovski | believe we have a very good team as was 
shown by our display against Melbourne Croatia last Friday and we are working 
on strengthening the squad with Kire Temcev from Macedonia and one or two 
players from local teams. 

As | have indicated before | believe that we have a good team and we will 
strengthen it further but we need to show strength and unity at all level of the club 
from the members and supporters to the sponsors and the Committee.

AN INTERVIEW WITH ANDREW ZINNI 


Andrew, can you tell us a bit about 
your family and when they came to 
Australia? 

Yes, mum and dad were both born in 
Abruzzo which is a povince of Italy and both 
arrived single in Australia in 1956. They met 
each other in Australia and married in 1960. 

Which schools did you attend and 
what sports were you keen on as a 
school boy? 

| attended St. Columba’s Primary 
School in Elwood, and then at Secondary 
Level the Christian Brothers College in St. 
Kilda. | played most sports at school but the 
two | was most keen on were athletics and 
soccer. In 1982 | was elected as the School 
Captain of Christian Brothers College. 

Please tell us your history as a soc- 
cer player. 

| was going to start at 7 years of age but 
a domestic accident broke every bone in my legs so | started a year later in the 
under 8 team with Melbourne Hungaria. One of my teamates at the time was Mike 
Petersen. We both played for Melbourne up till the under 13’s, winning every title 
that came the teams way. In 1978 we both went to play for St. Kilda - Hakoah and 
then in 1979 we both joined the Port Melbourne under 14 team. Some of our 
teamates at Port Melbourne included Joe Palatsides, Mehmet Durakovic, Peter 
Tsolakis, George Kalogeros and Aki Kotzamichalis. We went undefeated for 2-3 
years winning games by 10 to 15 nil. In 1982 | crossed over to Brunswick Juven- 
tus, slowly breaking into the senior team. In 1983 | became a regular player and 
scored approximately 14 goals. | started receiving approaches from other clubs 
at this stage but | decided to stay with Juventus as they were entering the 
National Soccer League. In 1984 | had a reasonable season scoring 5 goals and 
the following year Juventus won the Southern Division and National League 
Championships. | missed both Championship play-offs due to tearing a thigh 
muscle while scoring the winning goal against Heidelberg in the Quarter Final. 

In 1986 Juventus won the minor Premiership finishing on top of the ladder. 
In the final game of 1986 we had to defeat South Melbourne at Middle Park in 
order to finish the season on top of the ladder. On that day | put in probably my 
most satisfying performance scoring a hat trick in 3-0 victory. In 1987 we lost Paul 
Wade, Richard Miranda and Yakka Banovic and as a result the atmosphere at 
Juventus was starting to sour and the team put in a mediocre season. Personally, 
it was my best season and | gapped it off by winning the Rothmans Medal ahead 
of Paul Wade. 

In 1988 the world totally fell apart. | had a bad groin injury which required an 
operation at the end of the season. | was playing with pain killers for five months 
and to top it off Juventus got relegated. 


What are the differences between the National League and State 
League? 

Besides playing against stronger opposition, the other differences are that 
the National League is a lot more quicker, a more intense competition and the 
tackling is cleaner. In the State League, numerous crude tackles are made in 
every game. 

Let’s go back to the 1988 season, when Juventus were relegated. What 
went wrong? 

In order to answer that question | have to go back before 1988. In 1984 when 
Juventus joined the N.S.L. there was a real “Buzz” about the place. In 1985 we 
won two trophies and in 1986 we finished on top of the ladder, so as you can 
imagine the atmosphere around the place was electric. Then in 1987 when we 
lost three players who formed an intergra! part of our once Happy Family, the 
atmosphere began to sour. On top of this, opposition coaches had obviously 
woken up to our strengths and weaknesses and as we had none or little variation 
in our play, we were there for the taking. Despite all this we still managed to win 
the 1987 Dockerty Cup. In 1988 Juventus bought some big name players, but the 
mood in the squad was still souring. The intensity of our approach to winning was 
flagging badly. When Manfred Schaefer took over the mood picked up but a 7 
point break between us and the third last placed team was too much. We tried val- 
iantly to bridge the gap and at one stage we did, but in the end it was obvious we 
had left our run too late. 

In the relegation decider between Brunswick Juventus and Preston 
Makedonia was there any different preparation during the week? 

No, none whatsoever. We approached the game like any other. 

What do you feel were the differences between the two teams on that 
day? 

It was quite obvious that the Preston Makedonia players had a lot more 
pride. They displayed a lot more character and emotion during the game. 

What was the feeling in the Brunswick Juventus dressing rooms after 
the game? 

Absolutely dead. No one could even look at each other. If you looked around 
the room you would see that the majority of the squad had played together in the 
Championship and Cup winning teams of previous years and here we were 
reduced to nothing. We went from riches to rags. 

How did this affect you? 

My pride was shot. However, in one way it was good for me and | don't want 
people to take that the wrong way. Being part of a team that got relegated bought 
me down to earth again. From the age of 8 years | played in Championship teams 
year after year. In senior soccer | played in Championship and Cup winning 
teams, chosen for the National Team won a Rothmans Medal. Everything came 
good. | had never seen the bad side of life. 

Did you receive many offers to join other clubs after Brunswick Juven- 
tus got relegated? 

Yes. Besides Preston Makedonia, | received offers from four other clubs, 
including two Interstate Clubs.

“THE HEAT IS ON” 


Before a crowd of more than eight thousand spectators, the two teams 
opened the historic summer season in perfect conditions, with some typically 
spectacular soccer that pleased everybody that witnessed the match. 

Preston Makedonia, under the new coach Lube Janchev, has had an excel- 
lent preparation for the new season and on Friday the players showed that not 
only are they physically ready for a long hot summer but also mentally fit to cope 
with the challenge of perhaps the hardest season that Makedonia has faced in 
the National League. 

The game was a tough and bruising encounter which saw both teams miss 
good opportunities and good team performances. 

Makedonia’s defence was tight, superbly marshalled by Jackson. The mid- 
field played well, always willing to support in attack as reflected in Markovac’s 
effort on two occasions when he was very close to snatching the two points for 
Makedonia. Once with a header which the goalkeeper Rados saved and the sec- 
ond time when he has left footed drive crushed against the upright. 

The attack often was the first line of defence as both Spink and Smith sup- 
ported each other and their teamates downfield. When required and the oppor- 
tunity presented itself, Makedonia’s attack was dangerous and always a threat to 
Croatia's goal. 

With fifteen minutes remainig of the match Jackson was sent off for an off the 
ball incident which saw Caleta taken off the field with a bloody nose. It was at this 
point that young Spasevski made his debut in the National League at left back 
taking Jolevski’s position who moved into the vacated Sweeper position. 
Makedonia held on for a well deserved point and with hopes for better things to 
come. 

In this match, Philip, against excellent in goal. Jackson was heading for a 
man of the match performance until his indiscretion, which cost him a suspension 
and put his teamates under enormous pressure to survive in the remaining 15 
minutes of the game. 

Runje, Tasevski, and Jolevski were solid defenders and an avenue of attack 
down the line. Runje held Markovski very well, Tasevski had the measure of 
Awaratiffe and Jolevski did not give Biskic any room to manoeuvre. Zinni never 
stopped working hard and in the last fifteen minutes covered enough ground for 
two people. 

Slifkas had his best game for Makedonia since 1986 and Markovac showed 
that the hard work he has put in during pre season has not been wasted. 

Petrov is finally beginning to lead by example. 

Makedonia lined up with Traianedes in goal, Runje, Jackson Tasevski, 
Jolevski, Markovac, Slifkas, Zinni, Petrov, Smith and Spink.
